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Strong SBA Lending Performance 
For Hawaii District in FY 2007

The U.S. Small Business Administration’s Hawaii District Office 
announced the results for SBA lending in fiscal year 2007, ended on 
September 30th .  The SBA’s statistics indicate that 26 financial 
institutions provided SBA financing to 407 borrowers for over $54.5 
million using the popular 7(a) and 504 loan programs. The dollar
volume for SBA loans increased 35% over the previous fiscal year.

“Our lending results for fiscal year 2007 are very encouraging, 
particularly when we see more activity from more lenders, many that 
are new to our territory, including several credit unions and several 
mainland banks that see SBA financing as a good product for their 
customers,” stated Andrew Poepoe, SBA District Director.  “I extend 
my sincere thanks to all the participating lenders for their terrific 
support for our small businesses.”

Bank of Hawaii led the way this year with 93 loans for a total loan 
volume of $6.4 million securing the top SBA Lender of the Year title in 
Category 1 for the fifth consecutive year.  Central Pacific Bank
claimed first place for Category 2 banks by providing funding of $2.86 
million to 31 small business borrowers. In the annual competition for 
the SBA Lender of the Year Award, local banks are recognized for
their SBA lending in two separate size categories based on total
volume of their small business loan portfolio. 

First Hawaiian Bank turned in a solid performance with 42 7(a) 
guaranteed loans for more than $5.5 million, increasing both the
number of SBA loans and dollars the bank provided to small business 
from the previous year. American Savings Bank approved 24 loans,
more than doubling their number of SBA loans and almost tripling the 
dollar volume from 2006. Hawaii National Bank and Ohana Pacific 
each ended the federal fiscal year with six SBA 7(a) loans.  Hawaii 
Community Federal Credit Union, a new SBA lender, this year, made 
five small business loans. 

The popular SBA Community Express loan accounted for 25% of the 
number of 7(a) guaranteed loans.  This program provides smaller 
loans and requires consultation with an approved technical assistance 
partner to increase the likelihood of success.  Currently, three lenders 
participating in this special SBA program are Innovative Bank, who 
capped the year with 49 loans; Superior Financial Group with 34 
loans, and Business Loan Express with 11 loans. All three lenders are 
based in other states. Further analysis of the data for FY 2007 shows 
that 46% of the loans were made by mainland based financial 
institutions.
